j Antidote for Poison. — Dr. Jas. Edmonds, 

I a prominent London physician, writes asfol- 
1 lows to the London Times : 

I inclose a simple, safe and accessible pre- 
scription for the whole range of acid and 
corrosive poisons, which, if promptly used, 
will almo.st invariably save life: Mix two 
ounces of powdered chalk or magnesia, or i 
one ounce of washing soda, with a pint ofi 
milk, and swallow at one draught: tlien 
tickle the back of the throat with a leather 
or the finger, so as to produce vomiting. 
Afterwards driuk frequently of hot milkand 
water, and repeat the vomiting, so as to 
thoroughly wash out the stomach. Any 
quantity ofehaik or magnesia may betaken 
with safety, but sotia in large quantities is 
injurious. I may add also that, the narco- 
tics being excepted, milk alone is an anti- 
dote lor almost all poisons, and especially it 
followe*! by vomiting. 

Cuke for Small-fox. — Tlie German Re- 
formed Messenger has a letter from a friend 
in China, in which it is stated a great dis- 
covery is reported to have been recently 
made by a Surgeoa of the English army in 
China, in the w.aj' of an effectual cure of 
small-pox. The mode of treatment i.s as 
follows : 

When the preceding fever is at its bight, 
and just before the eruption appears, the 
chest is rubbed with croton oil and tartaric 
ointment. This causes the whole of the cor- 
ruption to appear on that part^of the liody, 
to liie relief of the rest. It also secure.^ a 
mil and complete eruption, and tfms prevents 
the disease from uitackiiig tlie internal or- 
gans. This is said to lie now the established 
inoile of treatment in the P7nglisli army in 
China, by general orders, and is regarded as 
a perfect cure. 

By the death of Gov. Gamble, of 
Missouri, the Lieutenant Governor, Willard

The assignment was made in the 
usual way, by Uoens writing liis name 
across the back of the note, w'ithout any 
date showing when the assignment was 
made. Orr was aware of the a.ssignment, 
and knew the purpose for whicii it was 
made: but, notwithstanding this privilege, 
he made two payments on the note to Coons 
after the assignment of the note to Scott. 
Scott sued Orr upon this note, in the Mason 
Circuit Court. Orr filed an answer, setting 
' up the payments to Coons after the a.-sign 
ment. Scott’s Attorneys then asked, and 
obtained leave of the Court, to fill up the 
blank assignment, by inserting the true date 
of the assignment, June 17, 18.56, showing 
that the assignment waa made prior to the 
, payments set up in Orr’s answer. Scott 
then offered to introduce Coons as a wit- 
ness to prove that Orr had notice of the as- 
signment of the note to .Scott before he 
made the paymeats to Coons. Orr objected

' liable to Scott as assignor. The Circuit 
Court refused to allow Coons to be introduc- 
ed as a witness, and Scott appealed.
